A petition filed this week by the ARRL could result in a new 
high-frequency band for US amateurs. The ARRL has asked the FCC to 
allocate 5.250 to 5.400 MHz to the Amateur Service on a domestic 
(US-only), secondary basis. 


The League told the FCC that the new band would aid emergency 
communication activities by filling a ''propagation gap'' between 80 


and 40 meters. ''There are times on certain paths when a frequency in 
the 80-meter band is too low, and a frequency in the 40-meter band 

is too high for reliable ionospheric propagation,'' the ARRL said in 
its petition. The ARRL said the propagation gap can hamper 
communication between the US and the Caribbean during a hurricane or 
severe weather emergency. 


The ARRL Board of Directors approved the proposal at its July 20-21 
meeting. The FCC has not yet invited public comments on the 
petition. Even if the petition finds favor with the FCC, it's likely 
to be several years before the new band actually becomes available. 


As proposed by the ARRL, amateurs General class and higher would be 
permitted to operate phone, data, image and RTTY on the new band 
running maximum authorized power. No mode-specific subbands were 
proposed. 


The ARRL said a new 150-kHz allocation at 5 MHz also could relieve 
substantial overcrowding that periodically occurs on 80 and 40. If 
the new band is approved, hams would have to avoid interfering 
with--and accept interference from--current occupants of the 
spectrum, as they already do on 30 meters. The band 5.250 to 5.450 
MHz now is allocated to Fixed and Mobile services on a co-primary 
basis in all three ITU regions. 


The ARRL's petition cites the success of the League's WA2XSY 
experimental operation in the 60-meter band, carried out since 1999, 
which confirmed the communication reliability of 60 meters. 


''An amateur allocation in this band would improve the Amateur 
Service's already exemplary record of providing emergency 
communications during natural disasters when even modern 
communications systems typically fail,'' the ARRL concluded.

Many TNX to all who responded both on-list and directly. As many of you 
pointed out, HAMCALC already does these calculations in various programs, 
notably the "Bandwidth vs. Q" program. However, they all require the user 
to input additional data, e.g., Loaded Q, load resistance, etc., which may 
not be known by the user. I was looking for something simpler, even if only 
ballpark. 


Here is my problem: HAMCALC 53 has a new program for designing traps. All 
it requires the user to input are the frequency and reactance. For lack of 
anything better, the program only advises that the reactance should be 


within the range of 200-450 ohms. I arrived at this range by analyzing 
every published trap antenna design I could find, to see what works. I 
would like to add something to my Trap Design program that is a little less 
vague to aid the user (especially the non-techies among us) in selecting a 
reactance. Perhaps by assuming a typical load resistance of 75 ohms and 
showing the bandwidth at, say, 300 and 540 ohms reactance?

I was reading through the Handbook, and it stated that, between the various 
types of simple LC oscillators, none was really better than the 
other--mechanical construction considerations I guess make or break the 
designs. Is that true? 


I convinced myself yesterday that a series tuned Colpitts will indeed 
oscillate (as if, if I couldn't understand why, it wouldn't work...) and 
plan to build one for 7MHz. I know the freq is a bit high, but I simply 
want to build something. 


I see alot of older designs using JFET's (MPF102), and more designs now 
using BIT's (2N2222a, for example). I know that a BJT will load the tank 
circuit a bit more, but are they lower noise? Or, at HF, is not really much 
of an issue? I don't think I have any JFET's in my junk box (maybe it's 
time to strip down some more dead readios), so I am thinking of using a 
2n2222. 


Also, why are most VFO designs use 9V as a voltage rail? Supposedly, a 5.1V 
zener has the lowest tempco of the zeners, if you plan to zener regulate the 
vfo. Ox are the 8/9V regulators (78L08/9) "good 'nuff" for the job? 


Lastly, I plan to follow this vfo with a tripler. I looked at the circuit 
in the Handbook; and it is a push-pull affair, with a transformer on the 
output, tuned to 3f (£ being the input freq). It looks as if it is class C, 
passing only the 3rd harmonic. Is this the idea behind most freq 
multipliers--ie, amplify/distort the input signal and pass only the desired 
harmonic? Well, I suppose a doubler would only have to full-wave rectify 
the signal, but that design would still need a tuned output at 2f.

I think that you would be able to do that..PROVIDED that the TXVR would 
still be within specs for operating in the amateur service. 


As far as getting a new rig is concerned, don't look for Yaecomwood to 
release one for a while, at least until the band becomes worldwide or 
available in JA as well. A good example of this was rigs - especially 
multimode ones- on the 220 MHz band. If there is a limited market, dont 
expect the big three to rush out a new rig for that band. 

Myself, I expect that the band will become available within a year, I am 
betting that the ARRL would like to use this as a "technology demonstrator" 
to show that we can share this band prior to WARC 2003, so there will be 
evidence for getting a world wide allocation on 60m. So, I am betting that 
the ARRL will pull out all the stops and push this NPRM hard. 

Most likely you will see the first rigs on the band as a combo of HB and 
kits. SW-60+ 's, Sierras, SST's, etc. I wonder if Dave has started doing 
the calculations for a SW-60+ yet..<grin> (Congrats on your award too Dave, 
well earned!!!).

An interesting question related to yours, Bill, is whether or not the 
original FCC "approval for sale" of a particular commercial rig is still 
valid once the owner goes in and modifies the rig, especially to transmit 
on frequencies previously unavailable? As I understand it, apart from 
linear amps, the FCC approval is actually a Part 15 approval stipulating 
that all Part 15 requirements have been met, particularly regarding 
incidental radiation, etc. 


I really doubt that this has any impact since any ham can modify any rig 
for amateur service provided only that its emissions remain "legal." 


But, perhaps that is the problem: if your 440 is modified as you described, 
will its emissions remain legal in terms of purity, etc.? Or does clipping 
that diode unleash some previously tamed untoward behavior? <:it

Why is 9v used so often? Well, lower voltages would contribute to greater 
stability, but with lower output, requiring maybe an extra gain stage in 
your radio. 12v would give much more output, but stability would suffer.
